Water Problems 
At SIU Hearing 


CARBONDALE, 111. — Handling 
surface water so as to supplement 
existing supplies seems to under­ 
lie the problem of insufficient wa­ 
ter resources in southern Illinois. 
That is the conclusion voiced 
by State Senator Glen O. Jones, 
Raleigh, chairman of the Illinois 
Water and Drouth Study Commis­ 
sion, in a public hearing Monday 
at Southern 
Illinois 
University. 
The 
commission 
heard reports 
from 
representatives of munici­ 
palities, industry, and agriculture. 
The group is holding public hear­ 
ings throughout Illinois to obtain 
information on water and soil re­ 
sources problems in the state. 
A C. Stover, Granite City Steel 
Company, pointed out some of the 
problems of waste disposal and of 
obtaining water from the Missis­ 
sippi River for various industries. 
He pointed out that his company 
returns to the river nearly all wa­ 
ter taken out for industrial pur­ 
poses. 
Prof. N. G .P. Krausz, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, reported that the 
University and the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture have just im­ 
plemented a project to study the 
economic and legal aspects of ag­ 
ricultural water rights in Illinois. 
The critical water shortage in 
some area cities during 
drouths 
were pointed out by R. E. Fav- 
reau, Carbondale, regional sani­ 
tary engineer, 
State Department 
of Health. 
He said that the prob­ 
lem has been aggravated by the 
fact 
that water 
consumption in 
these communities has gone up 
200 to 300 percent in the last 20 
years. More lakes are needed be­ 
cause most cities, except those 
near rivers, must depend on sur­ 
face supplies in southern Illinois, 
he added.

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Illinois Farmers to Receive Six 
Million Federal Refunds en Gasoline Tax 
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By WARREN STROTHER 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
Illinois farmers, who already get 
more than $10,000,000 a year in 
state gas tax refunds, will pocket 
an extra $6,000,000 in federal re­ 
funds soon. 
The Illinois Agricultural Assn. 
gave the $6,000,000 estimate, based 
on new federal tax legislation. 
The IAA said a new federal law 
providing a refund of the two-cent 
federal tax to farmers, like the 
state tax reiund will mean $4,000,- 
000 to Illinoisans. 
An extra $2,000,000 refund will 
result from the new federal high­ 
way bill, which boosts the federal 
gas tax to three cents a gallon.* 
The state revenue department at 
Springfield reported a total of $10,- 
030,273 wa* refunded to Illinois 
farmers in 1955, under the state 
highway “use” or motor fuel tax. 
The money went to 271,518 claim­ 
ants. 


Tax On AU Gas 


Only gasoline used on the state's 
highways is supposed to be taxed, 
to help pay for the highways. But 
the five-cent a gallon state tax is 
collected on all gasoline sold. 
Farmers are required by law to 
claim their refunds within four 
months* after the gas is used for 
cff-the-highway purposes. But the 
revenue department tries to get all 
claims in within four months after 
the gasoline is purchased.

A total of 53,000 
were graduated in 1254 aa against

schools. Yet it is the physicists 
who are needed moat to work on 
atomic anergy. 
No wonder Khrushchev boasted 
in Burma: “We shall see who has 
more engineers, tho United States 
or the Soviet Union.” 
In the same breath he offered 
to build a technical institute in 
Rangoon for the Burmese. 
U. 8. TEACHER SHORTAGE 
While Russia is turning out more 
and more engineers and teachers, 
the National Education Association 
estimates that the USA has a short­ 
age of 138,000 teachers, with 900,- 
000 pupils going to school in shifts 
because of the school room short­ 
age. 
A total of 96,079 teachers 
war* graduated in June, but the 
nation will need twice that many 
to keep up with deaths, retire­ 
ment, and th* increasing birth­ 
rate. 
The U. S. Office of Education es­ 
timates that the USA will have to 
spend $3,800,000,000 a year—state, 
local and federal—to meet the 
needs of the next four years. To­ 
day we are spending only $3,700,- 
000,000 and the Kelly bin, defeated 
in the House last week, provided 
only $400,000,000 a year tor four 
yuan.

W — Sixty- 
seven victims of commercial avia­ 
tion’s worst disaster were buried 
Monday on a gentL slope in the 
“Grand Canyon memorial plot” of 
Flagstaff Cemetery. 
All but 3 of the 70 persons 
aboard the TWA Super Constella­

collided 
June 30 with a United Air Liner 
high above Grand Canyon were 
buried in the plot. 
The three oth­ 
er victims were to be buried in 
their home towns. Fifty-eight per­ 
sons were killed in the UAL plane. 
The 
mass burial services were 
conducted 
by a clergyman 
from 
each of the Protestant, Catholic, 
and 
Jewish faiths. 
A Mormon 
: clergyman also was present. More 
than 
1,000 solemn-faced 
specta­ 
tors, including some 400 mourn­ 
ers, attended the services 85 miles 
from the scenic and awesome can­ 
yon where IIM persons met death 
in the two-plane crash.

Russia Has Not Outdistanced ll. S. 
in Air Power, Twining Tells Senate 


WASHINGTON m -G en. Nathan 
F. Twining said today that the 
Russians have made “ undeniable 
strides” in development of mod­ 
ern war planes but “have not out­ 
distanced us.” 
The Air Force chief of staff add­ 
ed, however, that his eight-day visit 
to Russia 
substantially strength­ 
ened our previous assessments that 
the U S S R , while certainly not 
abreast of us today, can and is 
progressive y narrowing the tech­ 
nological lead of the West general­ 
ly and of the United States in par­ 
ticular.” 
Twining cautioned that with the 
heavy emphasis the Russians are 
placing on technical education, the 
United States must “ reckon on the 
possibility Jf their achieving a sci- | 
entific breakthrough 
and conse­ 
quent technological surprise in new 
weapons.” 
The Air Force general called for 
a boost in U. S. research and de- 
\elopment spending to protect our 
“qualitative lead” over Russia. 
Twining reported to the Senate 


r 


Armed Services Committee in se­ 
cret session on his recent inspec­ 
tion trip of Russian air power. A 
31-page summary of his report was 
released to reporters. 
Twining said his trip was too 
limited and controlled “to provide 
a basis for any substantial revision 
of previous estimates” of Soviet 
air power. 
“I want to maek it unequivocally 
clear that our findings do not justi­ 
fy any hasty action to write down, 
or for that matter, to write up our 
previous assessments of Soviet air 
power ” he said. 
Twining added, 
however, that 
our visit did have the positive ef­ 
fect of strenthening our previous 
judgment that the rate of progress 
and improvement in Soviet air 
weapons—backed by a massive sci­ 
entific and industrial effort — is 
such as to give us cause for ser­ 
ious thought about the future.”

| ing heroin to youngsters under 18.

The House approved the bill 
unanimously Monday without de­ 
bate. Less than three hours later, 
the Senate passed it by voice vote. 
| The final measure was a compro- 
! mise between earlier House and 
: Senate versions. 


The bill would increase present 
jail and fine penalties for posses­ 
sors of narcotics.

Illness, Bettag 
Utges Teachers 


CARBONDALE, 111. HLEV-State 
Welfare Director Dr. Otto L. Bet­ 
tag today urged Illinois teachers 
to become "front line fighters” in 
the battle against mental illness. 
Bettag addressed the annual col­ 
lege of education conference at 
Southern Illinois University. 
Teachers themselves must be 
emotionally stable and well adjust­ 
ed, Bettag said, and predicted that 
applicants for teachers* positions 
ultimately will be required to meet 
good mental health standards. 
Bettag called upon local commu­ 
nities to develop local resources to 
which teachers can refer children 
whose classroom behavior indicates 
need for psychological help. 
“The prevention of mental illness 
and the building of sound mental 
health in our citizens,” he said, "is 
more 
important 
than 
improved 
methods of caring for and treating 
mental illness as important vas that 
is.”
